Here is a link to the unanimous decision handed down last week (one month before the federal elections 
in the US) upholding the right to take selfies in the ballot box in the state of N.H.:

Among the rationales for the decision is the following: 

“The ballot-selfie prohibition is like ‘burning down the house to roast the pig”... 

To me, at least, the overall basis for the decision is not very convincing... At the same time, one has to 
acknowledge that the American case-law on “freedom of speech” is quite different from what we have in 


Canada under “freedom of expression”.
